The name of the examination and of the treasury 
at which the fee is deposited should be clearly entered in 
the treasury receipt. The treasury receipt should be on 
the form pertaining to Central Government transactions 
and should be obtained from the treasury at which the fee 
is deposited. If, however , the blue form is not available 
in the treasury the ordinary form hitherto employed should 
be used . 

All Postal Orders should bear the signature of the 
issuing Post Master and a clear stamp of the issuing Post 
Office .
